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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

. (b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3, 7-9, 12-15 and 19-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by McGill (6,561,895). See fig. 4 and abstract. Regarding claims 12-15 and 19-22, 
see element 12. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
, such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim(s) 6, 1 1 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
McGill in view of Wilson (4,040,293). McGill discloses all of the limitations of the claim(s) 
except for a manometer. Wilson discloses the presence of a manometer. See col. 2, lines 26-32. 
Hence, one skilled in the art would find it obvious to modify the system of McGill to include the 
manometer of Wilson for the purpose of increased pressure control. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

Where applicant acts as his or her own lexicographer to specifically define a term of a 
claim contrary to its ordinary meaning, the written description must clearly redefine the claim 
term and set forth the uncommon definition so as to put one reasonably skilled in the art on 
notice that the applicant intended to so redefine that claim term. Process Control Corp. v. 
HydReclaim Corp., 190 F.3d 1350, 1357, 52 USPQ2d 1029, 1033 (Fed. Cir. 1999). The term 
"shape" in claim 4 is used by the claim to mean "material", while the accepted meaning is 
"spatial form or contour" The term is indefinite because the specification does not clearly 
redefine the term. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 10, 17 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims. Claims 23-25 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1/3/06 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. Regarding applicant's assertion that McGill's second bars do not move up and down, 
it is submitted that in figs. 2 and 4 it is clearly shown that the bars in fig. 2 are in an upward 
position while in fig. 4 the bars are in a downward position. The material between openings 16 
and 18 are considered bars. 
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In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the references, 
the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the 
teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, 
suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge 
generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 
USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). 
In this case, it is considered within the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art, to provide a manometer for the optimization of an HVAC system.
